Looking Back at 60 Years 


Only a fow hardy souls are stil around who re- 
member the Cougars’ entry into inlercoliegiatefoot- 
ballin. 1922, And the change—the transition trom 
strugating beginner to respected power—has baen 
‘a dramatic one, indeed, 

‘That frst season found BYU winning only one 
{game and scoring a total of only 10 points for the 
season, Sity years later the schoo! 'S one of the 
‘champions of the forward pass, leading the nation 
In that category for five of the past six years, Mare- 
‘ver, in comparison to thal iaugural season, the 
‘Cougars also led the nation in scoring with’ 486 
pons in 12 games (an average of 38.7 points per 
Gare) last secon. 

‘Most of the major growin, plus the largest share 
cof national honors, nave come under the direction 
of Coach Lavell Edwards, whose teams have won 
seven WAC championships and played in sh: post- 
season bow! 

Football had ils ofigin at BYU near the turn of the 
century, but a fsialty prompted its ciscontinuance. 
‘The game was brought back in 1922. and, minus 
three years during World War jl, the Cougars have 
Played a tolal ot'57 seasons of football Joining 
Fanks frst withthe alo Rocky Mountain Conference, 
BYU teams were subsequently part of ine Mountain 
States, Skyline ang Western Athletic Conferences 

The current winning tadiion, of course, was 
fueled by some very sklled athletes, and most of 
the attention focused on the Cougars came a the 
Fesult of some: very competent qUarterbacks, QBs 
lke Virgil Carter (1968), Gary Sheide (1974), Git- 
ford Nielsen (1976), Mare Wilson (1873) and Jim 


Former BYU All-American, Gifford Nielsen 
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MeMahon (1981). The last three were all named 
AlAmerican quarterbacks, and MeMehon's accom 
plishments Inctude 70 NGAA records, plus the frst 
atonal Cavey O'Sien Ava And al the fr

Four BYU quarterbacks—Shelde, Nielgen, Wison 
and MeManan—are listed among the top seven 
leaders in NCAA history in passing efficiency. 

‘While passing has been @ big factor in the 
school's football progam, the running game has 
also produced some outstanding Individual p 
formers. Eldon "The Phantom’ Fortle (1861-62)
